While  she  intended  her 
stunt  to  elevate  her  status  in  the  media  and  improve  her 
life,  instead  her  ride  over  Niagara  Falls  was  an  early 
example  of  “15  Minutes  of  Fame”.

Decades  earlier  her  husband  had  died  in  the  Civil  War, 
and  as  a  teacher  she  had  spent  the  next  four  decades 
teaching  around  the  United  States  leading  an 
uneventful  existence.  Then  she 
relocated  to  western  New  York, 
near  Niagara  Falls.

After  moving  near  to  Niagara 
Falls,  Annie  came  up  with  a 
plan  that  she  inaccurately 
predicted  would  take  care  of  all 
her  life’s  problems,  and  bring  her 
fortune  and  fame.  She  needed  to  ride  over  the  falls  in  a 
barrel.  On  Oct.  24,  1901,  that  is  exactly  what  she  did. 
Along  with  some  help,  she  strapped  herself  into  a 
pickle  barrel,  padded  the  empty  space  with  pillows, 
sealed  the  barrel  and  then  drifted  out  into  the  river  and 
ultimately  over  the  falls.  After  some  time,  the  barrel 
came  to  shore  beneath  the  falls,  and  when  it  was 
opened,  there  was  a  battered,  bruised  and  alive  Annie. 

For  a  short  time  afterward,  Annie  did  bask  in  some 
fame.  Her  story  made  the  newspapers,  and  the 


name  of  Annie  Taylor  was  talked 
about  around  the  country".  And 
then,  life  returned  back  to  what  it 
had  been.

My  first  memories  of  Mr.  Ron  Miller  come  from 
US  History  class  my  junior  year  at  Auburn 
Adventist  Academy.  In  that  class  Mr.  Miller  challenged 
us  to  use  our  imaginations.  He  challenged  us  to  imagine 
that  we  were  signing  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
knowing  that  by  signing  we  could  lose  our  businesses  or 
lives.  He  challenged  us  to  imagine  that  we  were  in  a 
foxhole  somewhere  in  Europe  or  Vietnam  with  bullets 
flying  overhead  and  death  all  around  us.  Because  Ron 
had  served  in  the  Korean  War,  his  life  experiences  made 
his  history  classes  come  alive. 


Administration  soon  noticed  that  Ron  was  very  gifted 
and  energetic.  He  soon  found  himself  as  the  Head  Boy’s 
Dean,  teaching  history  and  leading  Northwest  History 
Tours.  In  addition  to  these  responsibilities  he  sponsored 
ASB,  Four  Year  Senior  Club  and  various  other  clubs  as 
well  as  mobilizing  staff  and  students  alike  for  major 
fundraising  campaigns.  I’m  sure  that  many  of  you

campaigns  for  busses  and  the 
swimming  pool. 

In  1967,  when  Ron  and 
Jeanne  were  expecting  their 
third  child,  Dale,  they  both 
recognized  that  their  time  at 
AAA  had  become  and  would 
be  much  more  than  either  of 
them  had  expected.  They 
decided  to  put  down  roots  by 
investing  ®21,000  into 

building  a  house. 

Ron  s  legacy  outlives  the  time  he  spent  on  campus.  In 
1969,  he  became  the  driving  force  behind  the  campaign 
to  construct  a  swimming 
pool  on  campus.  This 
project  was  completed 
with  an  outdoor 
swimming  pool.  Then 
again,  in  1972,  he  led  the 
fundraiser  for  a  building 
to  enclose  the  pool,  which 
also  included  bathrooms, 
showers,  locker  rooms  and 
offices.  Recognizing  the  instrumental  contribution  of 
Mr.  Ron  Miller  for  its  creation,  the  pool  was  renamed  as 
the  Miller  Aquatic  Center  in  1997. 

The  ministry  of  education  was  a  team  effort  for  Ron  and 
Jeanne.  In  1969  Jeanne  began  teaching  piano  part-time 
in  the  music  department.
